This is in response to the Office Action, dated October 3, 2003, in which the 
application was examined for restriction purposes only. Applicants respectfully request entry 
of the following remarks and provisional election. In response to the Restriction 
Requirement, dated October 3, 2003, the period for response to which has been extended to 
April 3, 2004 by the accompanying petition for a five-month extension of time, Applicants 
hereby elect with traverse Group VIL original claims 41, 43-52, and 54-77, which are drawn 
to a library of water-soluble pegylated kinase substrates, classified in class 435, subclass Dig. 



In response to the Examiner's requirement under 35 § 121 to elect a single disclosed 
species, Applicants elect the species disclosed on page 34 of the specification, which has the 
following structural formula: 
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For the Examiner's convenience, Applicants have mapped the above structure to correspond 
to the variables of the generic structure of formula: *F-Ri-Li-R2-PHci-Ps-PH C 2-(R3-L2-R4-T) y5 
wherein y is 0 as recited in claim 41. (Exhibit A, attached hereto). 

Applicants reserve the right to petition from the restriction requirement under 37 
C.FR. § 1.144. Applicants further reserve the right without prejudice to file one or more 
divisional, continuation, or continuation-in-part applications directed to the subject matter 
recited by the non-elected claims, as well as to any other matter disclosed in the application, 
as filed, which is not encompassed by the elected claims.
